PART l-JUDICIAL 

I The most noteworthy featui'e of the year ie the introdoetjon of 
the Coorg Coorte* Act (Act XXV of 18G8), tind the consequent abolition 
of the old Durjoft cutd^eny. Tlio Chief Conunissionor doej not him* 
self regard with any senlimental *rcgiut the abolition *of this court, 
although it did its work fairly in a inugli fashion ; Hot bo bcUoTGS that 
such institutions, proceeding ns they do on no hscertoined rulo; and 
influenced by local pi'cjudices rather than guided hy law, are hut 
too often more appreciated by lazy judges and corrupt subordinates than 
by suitors themselves. It was a gi'oat object to define the jurisdiction 
and powei^s of the courts, which >vci*c previously hut ill regulated. For 
present purposes, only two Subddai's, out of six, liavo Ist class juris* 
* diction on the civil side, but if tho system woijcs wcll^ there appears 
to be no objection to all Suliddors of talooks being invested with tho 
higher jurisdiction, 

II. Tho anomaly of making appeals on the criDiinal side from 
tho sentences of Mngistiutcs, lie to tlio Judicial Commissioner, arose 
from tho circunistanco that theix) is no intermcdi:\te authority within 
the province witli the powers of a Sessions Judge, while it was judged 
inexpedient to invest the Superiutendent of Ashtaginm in Jlysoro with 
such jurisdiction. Tlio latter objection origiiiaicd mainly on political 
grounds, the Cooi^ being gi'eatly advei'so to being in any way subordi* 
nate to tlio 13 rah man officials of Mysore on their immediate frontier. 
Mr. Bowring considers that this feeling cannot be overlooked or dia* 
regaidcdf and that the dedsiun airived at was correct In revenue 
matters, appeals lio direct to tho Chief Commissioner, from tho orders 
of the Suporintondent. • 

HI. Tho criminal returns do not call for special notice, except 
in regard to the increase in offences against the penon, few of which 
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homrer appear to have been of importance. It is regretted tbat 
trinal matters wbich used to be settled among the viUagers themselves 
sho^d now be frequently brought into court 

IV. In the single case of dacotty reported, the Stib^ar appears 
to have acted witii praiseworthy activity^ three of the offenders having 
been seized with part of the stolen property. 

V. It would appear that the 2 Assistants disposed together of 
about I of the whole number of cases, and the Snbddazs of 

«yi. The proportion of couvictious to acquittals is, it is observed, 
somewhat more favorable than it was last year, being 71*89 to 2811 
against 6^*42 to 80*GB.in 1867. 

VII. llie employmo&t of the assessors of the late Duryaft cutcherry 
in rotation appears to the ^hief (^mmissioner a judicious measure, as 
securing all the benefits of the former court without its counterbalan 
cing disadvantages. 

VIII. The falling off in the numbei* of appeals evidences greater 
care in the decisions of the courts, and the same i*cmark holds good of 
the miscellaneous proceedings, which, it is observed, are much reduced 
iu number. 

IX. Civil litigation was in rallicr a stagnant state, paitly owing, 
it is presumed, to the operatiou of the Stamp Act of 18C7, but mainly 
to the groat depression and want of confidence and commcmal activity 
induced by the unfavorable coffee season. Conscquenlly, suits for largo 
sums were rare, and nearly the whole burden, that is, 02*75 per cent 
fell on the Subedors, but tho whole number of cases having becu only 
1,176 in the province, this portion of their duties did not apparently 
press very heavily on them. 

X. A separate report rogaiding Registration has been submitted by 
the Registrar General, whidi gives fuller details of the measorcs taken 
to ensure a closer observance of tho rules of the department Tlie 
decrease in the number of deeds presented for voluniaiy registration, is 
iu the Chief Comniissionei'^s opinion a natural result on the introduction 
of a new system, when the peoplo at fiiwt register because they think 
tlicy are compelled to do so, and then relapse into indiffcrenco in res¬ 
pect to instruments tho registration of which is voluntary. 

XI. The 6taml) Act of 16G7 was not, Mr. Cowiiog thinks, an 
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• improTdmeQt on the preceding Act, and seems to have acted detriment 
ally in some respecte on the interests of tho poorer classes, while it has 
not proved remunerative. # 

Xn. The report regarding Police calls for no remaxk, except 
that proposals should be submitted for raising the pay and increasing 
the efficient of tlio'few Police at Mercora and Virajondrap^t^. In 
the interior of the province, for the reasons given in previous reports, 
no change is thought noccssaiy or desirable. A revised Police could 
not be raised without gi'eat expense, and as the Coorg fanners readily 
aid at prosent in a])prebeoding offenders, the objects of jusUco ora 
really attained Tho Coorgs themselves would^ not sorve as regular 
policomeo, and tlicy would prohal)ly« offer opposition tomefi imported 
from Mysore. • • 

XIII. Tho Mcrcora Jail is ttill located in the old fort. The 
medical men and the engineers cliffering in opinion on certnin vital 
points regarding the site of the new jail, the Deputy Inspector Qoncral, 
Medical Department, was requested to visit Mercara and rej^ort on the 
subject. Dr. Orr intimated a decided preference for tho site selected by 
tho Superintendent and the Civil Surgeon to timt chosen by the Chici 
•Engineer, and in this opinion the Chief Commi^ioncr coincided after 
inspecting both sites. It is hoped that the work will now be pushed on 
vigorously. The present jail, it is remarked, is defective in many res* 
pects, and owing to tho cramped space it has only been possible to 
carry out the more nigent sanitary improvements, with Uio addition of 
better diet and cloUiing. The average cost owing to the small number 
of prisoners (04) is however great 

XIV. Tho thanks of tho Goveromont are due to Captain Colo, 
the Superintendent, as also to Lieutenant Mackenzio, a promising young 
officer, who paid much attention to the jail, in addition to his ordinary 
duties. 

PART li-REVENUE. 

L Tlie statistical information furnished with this report is almost 

identical with that attached to the report 
Pr^nUoiry. of 1867—68, and does not ca ll for special 

remark. 
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II. Thd brief notice of such impetfect remains as exist of the 
history of the Coorg ProTince will bo supplemented by ihe more com¬ 
plete account promised in ihe Gazetteer. There is nothing ancient on 
record however, except some rudo stone structures, without inscriptions, 
of which the origin is unknouD, and onr acquaintance with the country 
is limited to the brief period subsoquent to the accession of the Lingdyet 
chiefs of Nagar, comprising mora loceuUy the vicissitudes of the life 
of Baja Vlr^eudra, called the Great, and the misrule and atrocities 
which characterized tbo sovereignty of his successors down to the ex- 
tincti&n of the dynasty in 1834. 

III. Para 1—2C. The prosperity of tho tuovinco seems to have 

* . received rr.ihcr a check during 18C8—69, the 

Lsod aevoDue. receipts from ^oud Kevenue being Ba 2,48,733, 

« against Bs. 2,63,031 of 1667 -G8, the falling 
off tmdor Land Bevenuo proper being Rs. 6,000, and under Forests 
Its. 9,000. The latter ishovrorcr accounted for by the smaller quantity 
of timber felled. 

IV. The taxon coffee lands amounted to Bs. 91,000, against 
Be. 66,000 of tbo pi'cvious year, shewing a considerable increase which 
is satisfactory and indipativo of a progressive rise. Of this, Kuropcons 
paid Its. 55,000 odd and natives Bs. 36,000, tlmt is, in the propoition 
of y ths to {ths ; the revenue from Kuiopean estates being thus about 
50 per cent more than from native plantations. 

V. The balance statement is not satisfactory. Lost year 
Bs. 1,64,868 were due ou 31 st March. This year tlie balance was 
Bs. 1,10,626, of which up to 25th May, notwithstanding the repeated 
injunctions of tho Chief Commissioner, Its. 46,231 still remained un« 
collected. 

VI. It has been brought forcibly to the Chief Commissioner s notioe 
that in the hill teacts of Mysore, it is imiossille for the ryots to cut 

carry all their crops to market by the close of the official or financial 
year; this, it is believed, holds good of Coorg, nnd as balances can 
only accumulate either {torn bad management, reii’actorinoss ou the 
part of the lyots, unfavoroblo seasons, or on ill adjusted oi'raugement of 
the lasts, it behoves the Superiutondent to enquii'e carefully into the 
matter. The last is probably the real cause, and Mr. Eowring believes 
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. that while retaiiuDg thf official jear codiog Slat March for the par* 
poses of account, the kists should ho extendi to the Fasli year, that 
is to the SOth Juno. The Goremment have no right to coinp4 the 
lyots to hypothecate their crops before they can dispose of them, and 
there is no doubt in the Chief Commissioner’s mind that arrears accrue 
because the people are unable to pay in full by the Slst Mmh. 

VIL The receut tinfayorable coffee seasoD, and the deprossion 
produced in consequence, baro hud their share of course in affecting 
the Oovornmont revenue. This is proTcd by the renussions givcu at 
tho yearly jamabandi, os related in para 23. * 

Vm. Para 28—29. Tho abkari shew^ an increaso of about 

Its. I 4 OO 8 , setting oaido bidanecs, being 
Es. 83,109 against Ea «1,095, but the sales 
of spirit Were less thau«last year, though tho 
amount distilled was somewhat greater. 

IX. Pura S1«*^S3. The municipal work done seems insignifi- 

cant, but now tliat municipalities on a proper 
Monicipii. basis have been formed at hlcrcara and 

Vir^jeudrapetu, the Chief Commissioner 
ticipates better results.* 

X. T’ffra 33 —0. Tho re-appcorance of the borer is obscived with 


regret, and Uiis cinmmstance, together with 
the j*cpotied partial fall of rain, raises somo 
appreheusion as to (he out-turn of coffee during 
the year 18G9—70. 


XI. Pam 37—43. Tlic ilrstpara isolates to the grant to the 

bead men (gowdas) of villages, of ‘oomlee 
ncTenuo, (service) land, and describes the nature and 


rate of the rcniuiicraliou allotted. Tho piin- 
ciplo was to combiuo a centago on tbo land with the assessment paid to 
Government, fixing a sliding scale and dividing tho villages into 5 
classes, of which the headmen ai*c to receive Ks. 30, 24,18, 12 and G, 
respectively. The service laud is pari of the warg or family holding, and 
tho renmneration is deducted from the rent payable by the oiHciator ; 
should he bo removed fiom office, a similar deduction is to bo mode for 


the rent pmd by his successor. On Mr. Bowring's recent visit to 
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Mercara, tho Coorgs expressed generallj Uieir ezpectatioa that this 
measure would work wolL 

XII. The Giiof Commissioner concurs with the Superintendent, 
that it is uunccesBarj, except in rer; rare cases, to burthen the Govern* 
ment with the pay of kulwddis (watchmen) in villages. He is glad to 
observe that as yet the sab-lctting of jumma holdings gives no ground 
for apprehending that tho smaller tenants will be absorbed by their 
more powerful neighbours. 

Kumri cultivation seems to have been veiy properly 
chewed, though it appears diflicult to extinguish it altogether on the 
inaccessible^ sides of the Western Gb^U bordermg on Canura. Tho 
Chief Conunissfonor is at present iif cemmunicatiou with the Madras 
Government on the subject 

XIV. Para 44-^57. Tho Central School has not progressed so 

well as could liavo been wished, and this can 
SdoMUon. ouly atUibutocl to the dissatisfaction of Uie 

leading Coorgs with the assistant master, 
whose proceedings wero condemned by the Chief Commissioner, kst 
year. It is premature to pronounce an opinion on tho school recently 
established at VfnijendraiM5t<$, but the progress in the nfid or Cana- 
rose schools is highly satisfactoiy, and it is noticed that even private 
schools have greatly increased. The spread of the ndd schools is^ it is 
observed, almost entirely due to Mr. Hichtcr’s exertions. 

XV. Para 58—08. llic Chef Commissioner regrets to see that no 

attempts bavo boon mode to investigate agri- 
Public Werka. cuUural irrigation projects, but he infers that 

the heavy duty of looking after two main lines 
of ghdt roads leaves but little time to the single executive officer in tho 
provinco to plan new works. Tlic subject should be kept in riew. Fair 
work was done in the new Virijendrapetd^Siddapur line, which will no 
doubt prove a most useful communication. The other matters touched 
on do not call for remark from me.

ately to the war, but the Supermtendenfs allusion to the story of Paris 
is not to the point 

XVIII. Para 84—110. TIio Superintendent is requested to sub¬ 
mit fuller explanation separately regarding the 
ritunvo. first 4 items of sums remitted, referred to in 

para 84, and to state the sanction reedvod by 
him for sudi remission. 

XIX The budget cstimatoa appear to* have b^n folorably re¬ 
liable ns a whole, the receipts %eiug Its. 34,0()0 in excess of wliat was 
calculated, while iho cxx>eudituro was Ba 14,Q20 loss. The greatest 
discrepancy perceived is the excess receipt under coffee aescssment, and 
next to that, the falling off in Land Bovcuuc. TLo excess cxpeD<bture 
under Forests has formed the subject of a sitcciol enquiry. The heavy 
balance of Its. 23,871 under coffoe assessment meulioned in pam 105 
is ominous of dcpi'cssiou in ibis branch of industry. Iho greatest con¬ 
sideration lias been shewn to the planters^ but as coffee piDi)ertio8 ore 
almost unsaleable, it ai^pears better to suspend the demand in urgent 
cases tlian to resort to coercive process and sala On tlio whole, not¬ 
withstanding some weak points, the financial condition of the province 
is satisfactory, but the supervision of the accounts ought to be under 
the Deputy Accountant General in Mysoin. 

XX Para 111—116. The population is reported to Ik) 115,457, 

against 113,083 of Inst year. This enumern- 
l*oiJulation. tiou 38 probably much under the mark, smd 

the births^ and deaths' statement does not 
seem reliable. 

XXL 7’ara 117—119. 82,907 was the acreage of coSee uTider 
^ * assessment^ as compared with 58,082 in 

Ap iculture. 1867—18(38, shewing a considerable increase. 

The cliiuclioua has not succeeded So well in 
Cootg as iu the Western Glrils of Mysoi'e, and the Chief Cotnmissionei* 
is disposed to think that tbo plant is more likely to flourish in the 
Padinalkmld Talook^ which is nearer the coast, than in that of Mercora. 
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. XXir» Para 120 *-*130. Foi'est openxtionA appw to have been 

limited as regards felling, and there was con* 
sequcntly a foUiog off iii revenue^ bat the 
sandalwood sold for bettor prices than that 
of Mysore. Tho recoveries of balances were satisfactory, but the 
Goyemment has suffered a loss owing lo tho forgeries referred to in 
para 130. Tho Local Govemmont docs not recoise the accounts of the 
province which arc sent to Calcutta, au anomaly which might with 
advaqtago be remedied. At present tho Chief ComznissioDer knows 
nothing of tho accounts, except those shc^vu in tho yearly administration 
report, and the monthly bills of contingent expenditnre. 

XXIIL Paro 131—I3G. A seimrato report regarding the Survey 

has been submitted by Lieutenant Freoth. The 
Bun cy. ' work has been well dono, but tho espenso is 

heavy, vh., Us. 2- -5—5 per acre. It is evident, 
however, from the figures rcganling coffco roali^lions quoted above, 
that the acreage is vciy Tcmunerativc, and it is hoped that in two years 
moro tlie work will be finally closed 


XXIV. Para 142. Tho trade returns slicw an active tiaffio dur-. 

ing tho lUDTiths of Docciubcr, Janiuuy, February 
TnOfi. and March, cousistiug mainly of coffco and 

rica There is a considerable increase in tlio 
number of coiis which passed down tUo ghuts, ri;., 34,641 loaded and 
unloaded as compared >vitli 24,8SS in 1607—C8. It is observed tbat 
the Poriombadi Gb^t is much more fi*equcntcd tlmn the Sompdji CHt, 
although the latter has fur easier gradieuisr Tliis establishes the pro* 
prioty of selecting as tho main communication of Coorg, the lino 
from Fcriyapattia in Mysore, via Siddapur and Yxn'gendrap<jtt^i to 
PeriambadL 


XXV. Para 143—147, Registration has formed the subject of 

a separate report in the Aidiciol Department, 
lUgUtretion. to which it perhaps moi'c properly appertains. 


XXVI. Para 118, ITio Money Order system worked well, but

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XXVII. Fara 149. The account here giyen of the diBCOverf of 

ancient remains is cnrious and intereeting. 

ArcUa.'ology. Tho (^rgs, that is both tho pure Ooorgs 

and the other hill tribes, who people the coun- 
tty, were tin quite rccenti; absolutely illiterate, and no traces of civili¬ 
zation arc to bo found, except at TaI-KuT«ri, a sacred place of pilgri¬ 
mage, where tho Kdveri river issues from tho Biithmogiri Ilill. It is 
difiicult tliercfoi'e to assign any period to tho discoveries made by 

Captain Colo, but the careful workmanship of tho graceful vases un-

earthed by him seems to indicate a not vciy remote date. Tho matter 
has, liowcvcr, attracted tho attention of the Asiatic Society and need 
not bo discussed Lora • • * 

XXVIII. Para 150. Good fooling appears to have subsisteddoling 
the year liotwccn tho planters and Gooigs. There does not seem to be 
any remedy now against the proLibiliun of the shiugliler of kine. A 
guarantee was given in 1834 by General Fraser, and it must be mpect- 
cd, while FrascrpJtu in Uysoro where cattle can bo killed is only 19 
miles from Mcrcara. The only protection ngmust cattle trespass is 
fencing in strongly the plantation, by digging a drop ditcb, and plants 
ing a thicket in Uio iiinersidc of it whei'c the earth is thrown up; 

XXIX llio Heads of tbo Public Works Department, Educa¬ 
tional Departmeut and Revenue Survey, vh.^ Lieutenant Clarke, and 
Mr. Grumatzki, ]^lr. Richter, smd Lieutenant Freeib ain entitled to 
tbanks and commendation. Mr. Hunter of Ibc Fullest Department jn'o- 
mises well 

XXX 'rUo Assistants. Lieutenant Mackenzie and ilr, C. Sub- 
bia worked well and diligently, and tho Head and NaA> Shcristadais 
have n\aiutaincd tho reputat ion alivady acquiicd by them. 

XXXI. Captain Cole has discharged tlio duties of his onerous 
post with praisevrorthy and ability, and is entitled to the thanks 

of Goveruincnt.

L JUDICIAL. 

Tbb Superiatendont's rq)OTt on Ute judicial adiuimstraiioD of 

Coorg for I8G8 exhibits no marked progress 
IntrodQotor; Bmowki. in tbo prosperity of tLo people, or in the re¬ 
pression of crime. The^staiisUcs of crime ore 
Teiy similar to those of the previous year. Litigation baa not material¬ 
ly increased ander the operation of the new Stomp Act of 1867, while 
the average value of the suits has not improTcd, and debts appear to 
have been less frequently secured by a writing. 

2. The principal changes which have taken place^ have been those 
introduced by the Cooig Courts' Act XXV of 18C8. Tbe primary object 
of the Act was to settle and define tbo jurisdiction of the various civil 
and criminal functionaries in Cooi^ ; and the immediate occasion for it 
arose when the two Assistants wci'c appointed whose powers it was ne¬ 
cessary to determine. In the course of the enquiries to which the dis¬ 
cussion of the Bill gave lise, it was found that the Code of Criminal 
Procedure, wUeh for some years bad been followed in Cooig, had nover 
been formally introduced into that province. 

8. The last Section of the Act accordingly extends that Code to 
Cooxg, and enacts that it should 1)6 deemed to have been in force tbereip 
from the 9th of December I8G2. 
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4. Tho civil jorisdictioQ conferred b; tbe Act on ofBcem of 
rarioiiB claBscs is limited aa follows :—

5. Tlio Cliiof Commissioner may invest any Farpattagar, or 
Kaib Subddar, with power to try ccilain kinds of suits for money or 
movable property not exceeding in Take Us. 50. Appeals lie fiom 
the Sub^dars tho Assistant Superintendents ; from tho ABsistoiiis 
to tlie Superiuloudout of Coorg ; aud (rum tho Su]KrIutcndent to the 
Judicial Commissionci\ S]>cciiil appeals lie from tbc decisions of the 
Superiutondent and from those of the Assisttiuts to Ibc Judicial Com- 

T 

missionev; but in suits of tho nature of small causes no s^Kcial aiipeal 
is allowed for less than Rs. 300. 

6. On Uio ciimlnal side, the Act provides that appeals against Urn 
sentences of Magistrates with full powers in Coorg shall lie to the 
Judicial Commissioner. The I'ccommeudaliort that, in accoidiincc with * 
the Code of Criminal Procedure, such apiMuds should bo made to the 
Session Judge, who is nearer, was disapproved of; but uuforiunately 
^tfae proviso to Section 22 was allowed to remaioj whereby the Session 
Judge may hoar and delermuie uiipeals beyond Uio limits of Coorg. 
This oversight, if not noticed now, might afford giound for futui'e dis* 
cussions as to tlio intention of the Logisbttuix) with i-ogard to tbc kind 
of ^>peal8 which the Session Judge might hear out of Coorg. 

7. One effect of the passing of tlie Coorg Courts' Act was to 
abrogate the court called tlic Duryaft cutebeny, an effect which the 
Superintendent regrots. This court was presided over by a pcrinancut 
Moktasur assist^ a panchuyet selected from various cbissos of i>cr- 
sons in rotation. This kind of ti'ibtmal may have led 4c people to 
take a personal intei'est and ]iridc in tlie administration of justice ; but 
it was hardly calculated to determine correctly the many questions of 
law that came before it^ and tlie })opuhirity of the court did not deter 
Btutors from appealing from its decisions. 
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8. When we speak of the sentiments of the Goorgs towards the 
ancient institatioiiB of the conntryj and of the hm which wonld be suit* 
able for them, we should not forgot that the Coorgs form little ftore 
than one-fifth of tho population of tho province, and that law must 
generally be* adapted to the condition of the more advanced section of 
the community. It may also bo obseiTcd that the more com]>licatod 
and difficult portions of the lav affect, not the ^simple mountaineer’’ 
so much os the coffee planter and the tradci*; and when tlio business of 
life is at all complex, idmost any ascorlainal rules must be preferablo 
to no nde.' 

0« It is appaicut from the Act of Parliament 24 and Victoria 
Cliaptcr G7, Section 25,w)iichwas passed in 18G1, that the non-regulation 
provinces of OriLish India Inivo l>ccn as much within the jurisdiction of 
His Excellency the Governor Geuend in his Council for making laws and 
rogiilations as any other provinces, and that tlio lavs made since 1861 
in that Council cannot sufcly lie igtioml on tlic ground of tho province 
being non-rcgtilaiion. The constitutional i^osition of C/OOig in this 
roBi)Oct has not long boon fully undcrotooci, and its recognition 1ms led 
to improved rcgalm*ity of procedure in matteis, wliich before were con- 
* sidered unimportant or discretionujy. •

tmder report. C IVisoncrs were arrested as 
being concerned in it, 3 of whom wore con¬ 
victed and Bcntencedi and 3 released. In cases of dacoity which ore rare 
in Coorg, the perpetrators, when discoTcred, aro almost invaiiably 
found to 1)0 marauders from the bordering districts, thus distinctly 
shewing that tlie crime is seldom, if ever, committed by the Coorgs 
themselves. In a mountainous country like Cooi^, provided with only 
a rural Police and affording facilities of escape when once the frontier is 
crossed, dacoities when committed, arc hardly traceable. Butin the pre¬ 
sent instance, the Subedar of tbc talook and the village potail, happily 
ignoraut of iatemational law, aro reported to have evinced great energy 
in promptly crossing the frontier and apprehending the ofiendoi^s.

The Superin¬ 
tendent has ulso shewn by a comparison of the results of the last 20 
months, during which the new Stamp Act has been in operation, 
with the 20 months during which Act X of 1662 was iu force, that 
the sale of stamps during that period realized a huger amount by 
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* Ra. 12,111—1^0, thereby sbcwiog Uiat tho stamp rovooao Imscoii* 
Bidentbly fallen sincothe introduction of tlio new Stomp Act into Coorg. 


75. Similarly, experience in Mysore has shewn that the eUunp 
rerenuc in the first twelve months of iho o^r&tion of the Act,^ia not 
risen nearly so fast os it did in the twelve montlis before its introduc* 
tion. It may hcnco be inferred that the now Act^ while it presses 
heavily upon suitors, is not calculated to produce a larger amoimt of 
rovonuo than the Act which it has rq»laced. ,

In ac^cordance with the ordcra of Government, dated the 26th 
Angnat 1828, a few prisoners were for some time placed in temporar/ 
buil^ga on the site sclq^d for the new jail at ^fc^ca^a, in order to 
teat the bcaUhiticaa of the spot This trial shewed that the site was 
decidedlj unhealthy^ the prisoners placed there snfTcring much more 
from illness than those in tlic old jail. A now site has therefore been 
chosen by the Deputy Inspector General of Hospitals^ which has met 
with the approval of the Chief Comuussionorj and which, it is hoped, 
may prove more healthy. Materials have been collected, and the 
now jail at Mcrcara, which has been so long talked of, will soon have 
made some progress.

t \crj little cm be said rogardiog the Police of Coorg, there 
being BO orgauizod eystetn of Police in the proviDcc. 

2. In tlio towns of Mcrcara and Virujendrap^td, there is a 

small body of what may be termed regular* rolicoi consisting of 26 
meBj for both towns, including doiTndors and peons, whose annual 
cost to Government amounts to Rs. These men are considered 

ill-paid and iiicfncrcnt, and miserable specimens of their class. A 
proposition statement for raising tlieir pay is being prepared by the 
Superintendent for submission to Goverament. 

3. The Superintendent reporUlliat ^'the jamma ryots of Coorg 
still continue to discharge the duties of a feudal Police, and for such a 
wooded and mountaiuoua tract, no better body of men could be found/^ 

s 

4. In the inaliuld district of the Province of Mysore, which in 
its physical aspect bears a rcscmblaucc to Coorg, or which in fact is 
a eontingaiion of the same mountainous tract of country, it has been 
found impracticable to maintain a body of regular Police on thosamo 
footing and pay os iu other parts of Mysore with any approach to 
cQicicncy. 

5. It has been tliought that the Rystera of Police in Coorg, 
which is analogous to the Tillage system, is better calculated to meet 
the wants and requirements of the uaiivc classes and communities of 
Coorg than any other that could be devised. Yet it is not dilBcult 
to see that the increase in wealth and prosperity of the country gene¬ 
rally, and of the towns in particula**, will sooucr or later require a 
more clficicnt and better organized system than is found in the rural 
elements of which it is at present composed. 

C. In the improvements which within the last few years have 
been inaugurated in all branches of the ndmiuidlration, the Police do 
not appenr to have in any ennstdorabic degree participated.

2. The close of the year* witnessed the abolition of the tim<^ 

honored institution of tho Datyoft cutcheny, 
Coorg, in common with other native pro¬ 
vinces brought under tho blessings of British 
ruloj has had to see tbo results of civilization in tho extinction of the 
last remnant of the courts of its former rulers. 


8. In these days when our non •regulation provinces have become 

semi^rcgulation, the introduction of Act XXV 
c#Act XIV of jggg^ jurisdiction of tho 

courts in Cooxg, be<;ame a necessity. The 
tendency in these days is to force on India, as if wo were located within 
the shades of Westminster, the more pcrfectod taws and regulations to 
whidi the British have attained after centuries of gradual progress* 
We seem bent on introducing in our own day what perhaps may often 
be left to woric itself out hereafter; when education, that mi^ty engine 
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of progress, end ft greftter amoant of I'eligioos freedom and toleration' 
ftmODgst tiiemselyeSi tihM hare better prepared tbe masBes of the 
p 60 ]^d for oar more perfected legislation. These remarks apply with 
peculiar force to a rude mountain tribe like the Cooi^, who have only 
lately began to cme^ from the simplicity of tiieir own character and 
from the darkneBB and ignorance purposely imposed upon them by th^ 
former mien. But the wonderful impetus given to progresB by the laige 
influx of British settlers caused a positiTe necessity for a change in our 
rules and regulatioos; and Act XXV of 1668 has proved, in its simplU 
city and comprehenalTeneBs, the very enactment suited to the require* 


meats of Cooig.

15 per month, hoTever nuxnerons tho reffistrations or hovrever 
largo the fees collected, a rcstrictiou wbicli must have tended to dis¬ 
courage registratiou. The present rate of 40 per cent on all collec¬ 
tions is calculated to bare a contrary cfTect, and is obviously more 
equitable to the Sub-Rcgistmis, as their commission now depends an 
the amount of work performed.

15. The Registrar Genera), Mr. L. Ricketts, inspected all the 

Regisit'ation oibccs in Coorg in tho inonth 
Inipoction and 6Uw DeUiis. of ji<;y iggg^ and issued detailed instructions 

fnr Uicir futoro guidance. The District Re¬ 
gistrar has subsequently inspected 3 Sub-Registry offices pui*6uant to a 
memo of directions witli wliich I fumislicd him in common with 
the Rogjstrars in Mysore. Witli ilie aid of Ibis memo and tlio

TART I—LAND REVENUE. 

1. In former years the Sapermtendont of Cooi^ ruled over a 

galhmt but simple minded race of moun- 
introdacUon. tainecrs, and, with the exception of the duties 

connected with the Regiment stationed at 
Mercara, had scarcely anything to do hut collect the assessment on 
wet and dry lands, and the reyenue deriyed from tho abkazi, sandalwood, 
and cardamom forests ; but tho introduction of BritiBh wealth, skill 
and enteiprise in the carrying out of coffee calUration has wrought a 
great change, and progressive ciyilizatioD, ever attendant on British 
settlements, has brought with it tho usual hu^ iocreoso of work iu all 
departments. The great object now is to prevent the gallant race of 
Cooigs from deteriorating, and to tty and train them up to that ideal 
standard, at which the Britisli Govermnent ever aims. 

2 , Ihe extension of coffee cultivation has natiu'nny tended nlan 

to a large increase to the revenue. I shewed 
incTeuM {rom Cofl&. in last year's report that coffee cultivation 

had brought in 10 villages alone an increase of 
Rs. 29,094 ; whilst the former land revenue of those villagea stood at 
Us. C,195 only. Taking the same villages this year, it will be se^ 
that the latter has slightly decreased, whilst tho former bos increased 
by Bb. 3,761.

I regret to state that the ravages of the borer amongst the coffee 
plantations extended more or less during the pastyear^ and tlie pest 
still exists in some estates.

]>ast jear, a moat important measure was sane* 
tioned by the Chief ^Commisaioner, the 
grant of gowdoombiics to the potails of the 


Tillages in the upper tolookaof the provinces. 
Along the eastero frontier tho ])OtaiU enjoyed goTrd ooiubli land, 


irhilst those in tho talooka of Coorg above the J^arrier?^ were only 
retuunenited by an allowance of 9 pies in every 4 Hs. of the land 
revenue collected. As the Government is nwore, the* whole of the 
police duties are conducted* by the janima ryots, headed by the 
potuils of the villages, and, as already poiutc^ out, their duties have 
largely increased owing to the ^eltlcmcut of British pkuters and to 
the unfailing results of progressive civilisation. Tlie potails were 
overworked and underpaid, and ns the allowance on the coiTeo 
assessment was not allowed to them, though now classed as an item 
of land revenue, I submitted the following proposals, which wore 
duly approved of by the Hiiof Commissioner. 

As the coffee assessment was a new item of rcvcmio, and no 
, orders had ever been issued to allow the usual deduction to the |) 0 « 
tails, no such remuneration had been allowed. Tlic coffee assessment 
is collected from native holders ill rough the aid of the potails in 
tlie same way as other items of laud revenue; but Enropcao pro¬ 
prietors generally pay their assessment direct to the district or talook 
Treasury. The additional work thrown cn the potails hy the effects 
of advancing civilisation, by the opening out of the country, and by 
the setticmeut of Europeans, is very large. 

The remuneration is not only allowed for the mere collection of 
the revenue, but also for the varioas police and other duties that 
devblve upon tho potail. 


Ho either collects and hands over the assessment to the Par- 
pattigsr and 8L.iulhdg, or briugs 'ip tbe ryots with the assessment 
amount to pay. 

As regards tho actual loss •to GovcrniDCDt, whieh would bo 
occasioned b, allowing the same deduction as on other items of land 
assessment, it was ohsorred that the additional allowance would be 
very disproportionate, and that tome wonld receiTO scaracly any. 
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It may, however, be ar^ed that the work has increased raoat where 
Vthe coiTco estates and Europeans abound; but in many villages on 
the high roads the work has increased from other and obvious cauaca. 

I proposed that a fixed remuneration in the shape of a reduction 
on the assessment on the land held by each potail be allowed to him 
as a gowd oombli, as prevails in other parts of the province. The only 
flifiicully was tliat no separate gowd oomhii land could bo assigned, 
except in a few indmdual coses, as the land belongs to the family and 
not to the individual. The remission might therefore be allowed either 
on the land of the house, as long as the duties were discharged by a 
member of the house, leaving it optional to him to have it transferred to 
any sc1f-i{cqn;rcd land he might subsequently obtain, or in cash to 
the potttil after the assessment of his village has been collected. 

I proposed to divide the villages into 5 classes and to fix the re¬ 
muneration to the potails as follows:—

At UitK rate, according to the classified list of villages, the total 
sum would be Us, 4,818, against Us. 1,422—i—2, now allowed. The 
same rate of 9 pies per pagoda on the coffee assessment would amount 
to Rs. 750—10—4, wliich added to the allowance now given, would 
be lU. 2,172—14—G, against Rs. 4,848 prnp,>dcd as a rcnussioii. 

The classification of the potails has been based on the revenue of 
their respective villages, taking 150 Rs. as the minimum, and Rs, 750 
the maximum, as follows

The potails have also urgently solicited that they may have the 
aid of village kulavudis. Such village servants exist in the Y<^lus4- 
virasim^ and Nanjarajpafna Talooks, and enjoy latidi with a full 
remission (pdra Uttura) ot ossessmeut from Rs.4 to 6 ; but, consider¬ 
ing the feudal tenure on which the Coorgs above tho barriers hold 
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their landu, I am of opioioa that such aid should uot be giren except 
in a few of tke large TillagcSt which, from extent, great increase 
work from the opening out of roails and settlement of Europeans, &&, 
would appear to require such village servants to aid the potail. 

The nnnexed list will show that there are 21 such viU;igC6, and 
it was proposed that u full remission on CO butUcs of land, equivalent 
to Ks. G i)cr annum, should be allowed to each kulavudi or ktilkar. 
This would giro a remission of Rb. 126 per annum, but this has not 
been sanctioned as jet. * • 

It was i)oinlod out that the largo iua'caso, both of the work now 
devolving on the potuils and of tho land menuo by the item of coffee 
assessment, would appear to jjJStifj some measures of tho doscrip* 
tioii propositi for tho Chief Commissioner's consideration, and by Urn 
orders in f jrco it would appear that the payment of 9 pies per pagoda is 
duo on all latui rovcunc.

It was fusrcd at first that the more opulent families and foreign 
settlers would gradoally absorb the lands of the poorer ryotSi but, as 
far as I can ascertsiUj such has not been the case, except in two cases, 
and in thoso cases the lands were not held by Ck>ozgs proper. The 
houses of Giuppadi and Kulwandn, two of the mo^t inSuentiai 
families amonggt the Coorgsf hare bought up siigo<’ holdings, but 
these holdings belonged to settlers from Uys6re and elsewhere.

The planters are too 
UtaUisIlnap, kc., concerned in watching the result of coffee 

cultivation to attempt anjthing sew, ex- 
cept on a small scale on indindnsl estates. 

41. It was pointed out last year that in many localiticsi owing 

to iaaccessibility, the timber trees were 
Tlab« valueless to the Govommeut, and that by 

insisting pn the value of such trees being 
paid in addition to the value of the land, restrictions were thrown 
on the extension of eofleo cnltivation. Both the Chief Commis¬ 
sioner and the Governmont of India concurred in my proposal to 
allow the prices of such trees to merge into the auction price of 
the land; but no rules or orders have been issued through the Forest 
Department. 

The Chief Commissioner cutertained doubts, on last 

years report, whether safiicicntly active 
Koomri CultiTsUon. measures had been adopted to prevent such 

cuUivatior. The payment is made in kind, 
and the subjoined stotement will shew the value collected by 5 years 
from 1840 to 1859, and annually from 1800 to the past year. It 
will be observed that the largest amount was collected in 1865~6C| 
which was the first year of roy bolding the responsible charge of this 
province. The cultivatiou ’Las been steadily prohibited ever since, 
and is only now carried on in old clearings. A new felling was 
attempted this year, but was summarily stopjlbd. This species of 
cultivation is carried on at the foot of the Western Gh4U on the 
borders of Canara, and I propose after the monsoon is over to inspect 
all such loealiiiA in company with the Forest office and to demar¬ 
cate all old clearings.

Bobscriptions from the Coorp, aided bj a

library. When the Coorgs, in conjunction with the Bererend Mr. 
Bichter, the worthy Prindpal of the echool, to whom all tone edu¬ 
cational ftrogipss in the prorince is mainly due, determined on erecting 
these buildings 7 years ago, the cost of materials and labor was far loss; 
in consequence of which, the final cost has exceeded the original esti¬ 
mate, and an additional grant from the GoTenunent will bo requisita 
The cost, howoyer^ will bo for below what it would hare been under 
the Departments of Public WortLS—tbanhs to tho economical manage¬ 
ment of Mr. Richter.

It 
will be observed that whilst there aro still only 26 village schools, the 
number of Coorg pupils has increased hj 236 or 88*87 per cent Ur. 
Richter has inspected each of these schools &om one to 8 and 4 times 
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each during tho year, and expresses satisfaction witli the stabilitj and 
{vrogress of most of tho schools. It is ycty gratifying to obseire that 
out of the 643 pupils in the niid schoolsj there* wore no less than 71 
girls or 8*42 per cent of tho total number. I have inspected many of 
those schools during my annual tour and on other occasions, and con 
corroborate Mr. Richter's report. I hare been much struck with the 
zealous emulation of tho pupils, and with tho iutelligeuce displayed

3rd of March, and tho head quarters on the 17th instant. 

78. The attention .of tho military a^tlioritics haa.been ropeatedly 

drawn to tho state of tho regimental lines at 
UxM, Mercara, which consist of miserable thatched 

huts; and I understand that proposals for 
terracing off the linesi and building substantial huts, arc now before His 
Excellency the Commander in Chief. 
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The sanitaiy condition of the lines has been well maint^ed by 
Colonel O'Connell, and during the latter part of the year by Major 
Hearn, who commande^the regiment and the station.

secure brides fmm tho leadlug Cuoi^ families, and to thereby re* 
awokeu an interest amongst their former subjects, hare sigually i’ailcd, 
oven tlio less important fumIUos haviog been averse to tho honor of 
tho alliunco, and havo returned £ix»m their boostlcBS errand 

81. I regret to have to roeord the death of ChcDna'^Basoppa^ 

the Paris of Coorg^ whbse flight with Devam* 
Death ofciwauia Bmppa. m^ji, the sister of the Ex-IUja, to escape the 

atrocitieB of the late Ruja of Coorgj led to 
the final quarroh with tho British OoTeroment, to the advance of 
the British forces^ aud to the assumption of the Qovernment of the 
territory. His demise occurred on the 3rd of August 1868 at his 
country rosideuce at Appagolla. Ills widow and his only sou Sdma^ 
ih^karppa, are the only surviving legitimate relations romainiugin 
the province. 
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82. There were three xoore distant female relatiooi of the 

late Bdja'a family remding at the palace at 
LtU Famny. Hali^rij of whom two liaTe died duriog the 

past year, vis^ IUjaTDindji| the widow of Virap- 
pa^ eon of Appaji Tim, the uncle of the Ex^Baja^ who died on the 
26th September 1868; and Lingawa, the widow of Nanjandappa 
the 6on of the eaid Appaji Ur^Oi who died on the 8th instant. 

83. The Coorga are a martial race^ and hold their lands on a 

feudal tenure. The disarming Act has neyer 
Eiophcnt floiit. heen enforced in tliia prorincef owing to the 

. distinguished loyalty and fidelity of the 
Coorgs. With the new of keeping np their martial spirit and 
accustoming them to act in bodies, I organized a drire of olephsnts 
into the Government pitsj which were dug across a gorge leading out 
from a largo valley, enclosed by the Sidddsbwara Gaddig^ and other- 
hills, on the frontier towards Mysore. I called ont only 350 of the 
jamma ryots; but, as usual, 700 respouded to the call and turned 
out fully armed and with 4 days provisions for each man. The valley 
was surrounded with picquets and a driving party formed behind the 
herds of elephants, which were for four successive days driven up to the 
pits through dense jungle; but 1 regret to say that tho pits were too 
new, and tho elephants broke back. On the last day, however, the pic- 
queti dosed in, and a most determined stand was made, when one 
fine young elephant was driven in and captured. Another very young 
elephant missed its mother and followed us into camp, and was caught 
in front of my tent.

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ARCHEOLOGY. 

149. The report of last jear contained an account of tlie disco¬ 
very of nuineroos croml^s and cairns in this province. In addition to 
those reported on last year^ a large number was found near Fraserp^fd^ 
both on the Coorg £noniier and across the river on the Mysore 

side. 

1 proceed now to record the result of the further excavations 
made near Frasorpdtd. My iliat reSeardics were made on some high 
ground, partly covered with bamlKxts and scrub jungfe, &c., situated to 
the right of the road loading to Uy^ore, and about i a mile from riie 
bridge across the river K4vcii TheiD were about 500 cromlechs, oc¬ 
cupying a distance of neaily half a mile, shewiug that been 

a large settlement of tlio mysterious race of pre-bistorio man, at any 
rate as regards our knowledge^ regarding wliom all ooi* researches and 
conjectures have been as yet futile. 

There were 17 of these ancient structures eiicavated> and the 
dimenBions were as follows

Some of these cromlechs were distinctly visible, whilst others 
were only traceablo by the circle of stones round them, the superin¬ 
cumbent slabs being about a foot or two below the surface of the gnmnd, 
and often covered over by bamboo dumj^s and low jungle, shewing 
that they had not been disturbed by the hand of man for ages past 
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Some were fcmnd-wiUiout top or side eUbs; but m some cosefl the 
^ gratiite of which these dale consisted was so far decomposed^ that 
it crumbled to dust, and could scarcely be tj;aced in the soil. Na 1 
had no side slabe^ but had slabs at each end and at the bottom. No. 7 
had no top slab, but the sides and bottom slabs were perfect, and in one 
end of the slab facing the east, was the segmental aperture, which 
fanned the entrance on door, as described in my former reports. This 
crojnlech was situated within a circle of stones of 35 feet diameter. 
All tlic croml^san this locality were within such cii'clea, and some in 
concentric circles. In Ko. 12, the top consisted of 2 large slabs, each 
one foot tiiick. 

Ilie'Uev^'end M r. tlichtor, the Principal of the GoTemment Central 
Scliool, had kindly photographed No. 16, and copies of his photographs 
wore submitted with my memo to tlie Goromment. This cromlech is 
within a circle of 14 feet diameter, consisting of rough un^hown bould- 
ors of granite, 8) feet high and 2 feet broad. Tho aperture is 1 foot 7 
inches wide by 1 foot 2 inches deep. The top slab is almost on a IcTel 
with the bottom of the boulders of rock around it This fact would 
distinctly in^cato that such a structure could not have been used as 
a residence^ as it must hare been flooded by each heaTy shower of rain. 

About a mile to the nortli of Fraaci 7 )^tc, on the road to Somawarp4t<i. 

1 found a nnniLer of cromlechs, but most of them bad been tampo'cd 
with, apparently by the Waddars for the sake of the olahs. One was 
8—9 long by Si feet broad and 3} feet deep. It was within a circle 
of rough stones of 47 feet diameter. This is U.e largest circle I Lave 
obserred in Coorg. Another was 7 J feet long by 5 feet broad and 4 feet 

2 inches deep. Both of these had segmental apertures facing duo 
east 

At Bamaswami Konise, about 5 miles to the north of Fraserp^t^» 
I found a number of these rude structures and bad four excavated. 
In all these crqmlechs I found similar remmns of antique pottery, bones, 
* and pieces of iron. Some of the urns are nnique and really beautiful in 
shape. Mr. Richter has also photographed groups of these urns, 
TQses, &o., and copies of the photographs wore also submitted. Lieu¬ 
tenant W. Freetb, Assistant Superintendent, in charge of the Revenue 
Surrey in Coorg, has also taken drawings of these ressels and kind* 
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\j given A eketoli lithogrtpli of them. In the lithogr^he eabnitted 
with this report, the Tossels in the upper right-hand corner are those 
found in the eromltchs^situated beyond the bridge, and those in the 
upper left-hand corner are those found near Bamaswami Kanivd; some 
of these dcaerTO special notice. The smeller goglots are coin.po8ed 
of beautiful black potteiy, high]/ glased or polished The larger 
round pot with the 3 small tubes would clearly indicate that the 
process of distillation was known to the original constructors of these 
mysterious structures, or that these structures harp been inhabited 
or frequented by subsequent and different races. The Ending of such 
a Tcssel, so different in ite use from the cinerary urns and other 
Teasels generally found, would again open the question as tq whether 
all such structures were tombs,«or whether some wereniscd as retU 
denoes. It might be said that, as food, &c., uaed to be placed for the 
use of the spirits of the dead, it is'possible that a still a(ps supplied 
to enable such a spirit (perhaps one of a known thirsty soul) to pro* 
cure a further supply, but ibis ie to rush into the regions of the 
faucifalimaginatiou, and as aptly aoid by a late writer on the subject— 

It is open to the mind to people times, about which history is 
absolutely silent, with men of any race, speech or social condition 
which it may think good.^' 

Further from Bamaswami Kanivd and about half way to Sdma* 
.war p^t^, in the very heart of the jungle, Ifoonda few more cromlechs, 
and opposite to one a fallen square pillar, which was coYered with an 
inscription in some character, which neither I nor any of my officials 
have been able to decipher as yet Tlie letters are much obliterated 
by the action of time, but some would look like old Canaresa I will 
try and obtain photographs or impressions taken off the stone and will 
submit them hereafter. The inscription is surmounted by an engrar* 
ed cow and calf. 


In one of the cromlechs, in which fragments of bones were 
found, a portion eof the human jaw with tw.o molar teeth in fair 
condition was found and has been forwarded, through Mr. Cowriugi 
0 . a. L, the Chief Commisaioner of Mysore and Coorg, to Dr. Oldham 
at Calcutta for iospection and comparison. I also submitted a pieoe 
of crystal, which was found in the cromlechs at Virfjp^, but whioh

One of the nms found in the cromlecha at Fraaerpt^t^ of 

paddy, the buak of which was in perfect preserretion, whilst the 
grain itself bad completely disappeared. In others 1 found rdgi. 

Mr. H« F. Blanfordi r. o. a., haa shewn in his interesting lectures 
on prMnstoric man, that the pottery of the atone age was rude in 
form and in matorial, and that haring been moulded by hand without 
the aid of a pottdr'a wheel, it was of itregnlar form and unequal 
thickness; but the vessels found in the cromlechs of Coorg are well, 
some beautifully, ibuped and of equal thickness throughout, which 
shews that th;y ore of a more modern^ period. 

The most remarkable cromlechs I have yet seen in Coorg, with 
the exception of tlie double chambered structure at Vfrigp^td 
described in my former reportsi arc situated in the same direction as 
those last described, but nearer Somawarpdt^ There arc only four 
conatructed on the rocky summit of a hill, which commands a fine 
and eiteuMVe view all round 'iliese cromlechs have the circle of 
stones round each*, but stand out in high relief and.huve never been 
covejed with earth or stones. In tlie centre of the lithograph, Mr. 
Frecth haa given a sketch of these interesting structures, end I had 
also the pleasure of furwardiog, for submission to tbe Government, 
colored drawings of tbe group and of each separately, executed by 
the same officer. 

These cromlechs were quite empty and the largest measured inside 
7 feet 3 inches long by 6 feet high and 54 feet wide. The superin¬ 
cumbent B]p.h was 11 feet 8 indies long by 8 feet wide. These crom- 
Iccfas were evidently not used as tombs, and I am strongly of opinion 

that they must have been altars. The son was the most ancient uni- 

• 

versal object of idolatrous worship, and the moon also receiTed the early 
veneratiou of mankind ; and, placed as these structures are in high relief 
' on the sainmit of rocl^ hill, they would'appcar fit pldces for those anni- 
versary fires and sacrifices, in which the earlier races of man d el ighte d . 

It might be interesting and of use to trace the names by which 
these monuments of an unknown race and of pre-histoiic times are 
known in difl'oront parts of India. In Oxag they are sJaotto

**P4ndu or the Btooe of the Pindap, and also HczSxit^i^ ^^Pandara 
or hoQ66 of the Pandaraa Tliese two words most not be con* 
founded with each other/ Ihe Fundus are the descendants of the cel^ 
brated live brothers, whilst the Psndaras ajis a legendary pygmy race, 
who are popularly supposed to have occupied ibese rude sUiictures* 
In the Malayalum language, which beaie a siiong siffinily to the Coo^ 
dialect, the tem used is PiSnduptfr^^ though such strucluros have not 
been found in the Malayalum countiy. Uhe woid fit6 means a small 
but; iu Tamil p4r4 also menus a large stone. In tho Cunarese language 
tliese antique structures are ofloo called jl/<fn^avara 

Manit derived from tho Sanscrit and signifying the bouses of the dead 

The Chief Commissioner inspected some discoverei^on the top of 
the Muribetta hill in North Coorg and directed some to be excavu(cd« 
Some of these had conccDtric rows of uptight stones and two of them 
had upriglit sluhe arched ahore, so as evidently to havo formed an aixdied 
entrance within the enclosure. Portions of llio arches have been 

I 

destroyed by the ravages of time. The space within the concentric rows 

of stones was excavated, and eortbem vessels of.the exact piiltcm 

and description found elsewhere were discovered, hut all in mini u lure. 

These vessels bear the same relative propoition to Hie vessels found in 

the cromlechs elsewhere, as the small toy chatties of native children do 

to tlie larger vessels in common use at the pi'Csent day. Severs! beads 

and tubes bored through and evidently portions of necklaces were 

also found These arc of the color and description of agate and have 

circles in white round, with a zigzag pattern in white iu tlie centre.

CONCLUSION, 

150. The Chief Commissioner presumed that, as no reference 

was made in last yearns report to the exist* 
Besuriu. once of any ill-feeling between the Coorgs 

• and fuTopeaD planters, there had been but 
few disturhing causes to mar the bright picture of material prospoiity 
exhibited in that report It is a subject of congratulation that no ill- 
feeling does exist between the Coorgs and the British settlers of the 
province, and there was only one distorlang cause likely to lead to any 
ill-feeling or coUiaioiL 1 would allude to cattle trespass and to the 
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prohibition of the filaugbter of cattle in Cooi^ On onr aReomption of 
the GoTomment of the territozy, General Fraser, the Political Agent 
with the forces^ issued a proclamation assn ting the Coorgs that all 
their religions prejudices would be stricUy respected, on which they 
pointed out that the slaughter of the sacred hull and cow had been 
prohibited from time immenioria]. Some settlers, much annoyed by 
cattle tiespasB end haring their estates damaged, began to shoot at 
the cattle ; but on my intorfering, punishing the offenders and point¬ 
ing out the results of such conduct amidst an armed population, and at 
the same time rigidly enforcing the provisions of the cattle trespass 
Act, the crisis in those localities was tided over, and general content¬ 
ment add good feeling exist between the two races throughout the 
prorinco. 

I have now to bring to the noUce of the Government, the 
services of those officers, to whose co-opeiittion the general results of 
the administration must be mainly due.

There is not mnch to be said in the caso of a small district like 
Coorg, the only remaikable featuro in which is that it is traversed by 
two first class ghitt>roads connoctlng it with the western coast. The 
Budget provision was Its. 2,00,000, of which about onc>fifth lapsed. 

ORIGINAL WORIfS. 

Cvnh Buildihqs. 

Of the ouly three large items of expenditure^ the impror^uients to 
the Superintendent's office wero satisfactorily carried sut» while but 
little work was dono to the offices in South Coorg, owing to tho late 
date at which sanction was rcccivcxl, and tbo consti'ucUon of tho new 
Mercara Jail was advisedly postponed. As regards tlio latter, owing 
to a difforoDCo of opinion between the Chief Engineer, and the local 
medical officers, as to the best site available, tho Deputy Inspector 
General of the medical deportment visited the station, and reported 
in favor of the site pointed out by tho latter, au opinion in which I 
concurred, after personally iuspet^ting both places. This decision 
necessitated a revision of the estimate and tho postponement of tbo 
work. 

AonicuLTunAto 

Nothing is repoiiod under this heofl, but it is beli6re<l that if a

special officer were available for tlio purpose, some useful irrigation 
projects might be devised iu tlio Yclusuviinsime Taloak, and the 
attention of tho Superintendent of iirigation in bfjsore will be directed 
to the subject, as soon as circumstances permit. 

Com iruN I CATIONS. 

Tho most useful works qprjcd out in tlic yea^ aro tho pack- 
bullock roods from Viitijcndnip^td to Siddapur, and from Siddapur 
towards Periyupatna to the frontier. These communications are the 
basis of a projected roadway, , which will in great measure supersede 
the existing main lines through tho district, and are of great service. 

Another serviceable work is Uie bridle path which has boei) 
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opened oat between Tfrdjendrap^t^ to the Wyn4d frontier^ forming 
the only available lino of comm uni cations between the two districts. 

Tlio construction of a bridge over the Gonikopal stroam has been 
BQC^ssfully carried out, after considerable delay, and will bo a great 
help to traffic.
